He 
Isaned two proclamationa, the firsf de- 
cTseing a siMpanmou of tha cuoatltutlon 
Adopted Aped lOth, 1901, repcAlIng ob¬ 
jectionable laws pasHeil then-under, re¬ 
tiring the senators and tha eounrilloni 
of state, disaoinng the skupshtioA, and 
r«-enarCing tbe laws as they existed pro- 
TioAB to tbe constitution ef llMll. The 
necond proclauintion restores thla con- 
Aiitution to ItA former validity. 

In the first proclamation, tha King aoys 
the senate and Uie skoiishtinii, creatod 
under the conatUullon granted by him In 
1901. pass'-d laws whirii prove«l iupra<-- 
ilrabie. Furtfarrmore, the cuostltutUm 
by tending to fan political passions, |>rw- 
jndiced tbe interests of tha faUnTliind 
and hindered ita devriopmoot aa a state 
and nation.
